Mrs. Beauclair sought damages of 


$1,000 over the sheriffs failure to serve 
execution papers on the property of 
Ed Lowe. 


Back of the case is this, as explained 


to The Star by Ralph Bailey, circuit 
clerk: 


Mrs. Beauclair obtained judgment 


of $1,000 against Ed Lowe in a civil 
suit. Lowe failed to pay. Execution 
papers then were issued on the prop- 
erty of Lowe. 


The papers were prepared by the 


circuit clerk's office and placed in the 
sheriff's box, which is in the circuit 
clerk's office. 


Sheriff 
Bearden 
testified 
during 


the trial Thursday morning that he 
failed lo receive the execution papers, 
and consequently was unable to serve 
them. 


Disappearance of the execution pa- 


pers from the sheriff's box is some- 
what of a mystery. The jury returned 
its verdict shortly before noon afler 
requiring all of the morning session of 
court. 


Testimony in the case of Horace

WPA, FSA, NYA, CGO 


and RFC to Handle Bulk 


of "Recovery" Funds 


WASHINGTON — (IP) — President 


Roosevelt proposed Thursday a 7-bil- 
lion-dollar recovery program, embrac- 
ing 5 billions of federal spending and 
lending, and 2 billions expansion of 
banks.

He set forth to congress the measures 


by which he said the government 
could "help to start an upward spiral," 
and summoned "a united national will" 
for a vigorous attack on the recession. 


The president divided his program, 


designed to start national income up- 
ward again, into three groups ' of 
measures. The first involved mainly 
additional appropriations for the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. It was: 


$1,250,000,000 for the WPA; $175,000,- 


000 for FSA; $75,000,000 for NYA, $50,- 
000,000 for 
CCC; $1,500,000,000 made 


available to RFC for lending to busi- 
ness enterprises. 


In the second group of measures the 


president asked: 


$300,000,000 for immediate expansion 


of housing and slum-clearance work 
of the United States Housing Author- 
ity; $1,450,000,000 for 
public 
works 


loans and grants; and additional $100,- 
000,000 for public roads; an additional 
$37,000,000 for flood control and recla- 
mation projects already authorized; 
and an additional 025,000,000 for 'fed- 
eral buildings. 


The third group listed referred to 


private credit. It involved desteriliza- 
tion of $1,400,000,000 of gold, and the

Another thing is that 
Salomon wasn't at all a mere money 
man. 
If lie was a fanatic, it was for 


freedom. In Poland .he was an inti- 
mate of Pulaski and Kosciusko and 
helped plan 
the 
Polish 
revolution 


against Russia. He was driven out, 
and chose to come to America. 


"In New York he became a ship 


broker and built a considerable for- 
tune. As the war came he began to 
work as a spy for Washington, was ar- 
rested twice and sentenced to be shot. 


But he was spared and forced to work 
as an interpreter between the Dritish 
and Hessians. He kept right on send- 
ing 
out 
valuable information, 
and 


again ho wa.s caught and condemned. 


"In the old Sugar House Prison, 


Salomon recited a Psalm for the com- 
fort of another man who was waiting 
to lie executed. It. was Nathan Hale. 
I told you there wa.s a lot of drama in 
this thing! Salomon later escaped, went 
to Philadelphia anil built up another 
fortune.

mutiny threatened the American 
Soldiers were deserting because their 
families 
were starving. Washington 


sent a courier to ask Salomon for 
5400,0(10. and the courier found him at 
the .synagogue on the eve of Yom Kip- 
pur. Salomon Rot $HiO,0()0 from the 
congregation. Me said something like 
this: 'We are not fighting for our- 
selves, but that our children may 
know true liberty and may have the 
gond sense to preserve it.' 


"Next day he made up the bidance 


of the money and sent it to Washington 
in L,'old. Neither he nor his heirs ever 
got back a dime of it. When he died, 
at 45. leaving ?t50 to his wife and chil- 
dren, the Philadelphia Journal said 
only this: "On Thursday there diei 
Havm Salomon, broker.'"

Draws League's Portrait 


Twenty years after Europe's states- 


men ?at around the peace table and 
Woodrow Wilson expounded his "Four- 
teen Points," the League of Nations 
begins to crumble before the threat of 
a new World War. 


The league's decline began in 1931 


with failure' to .stop the- Japanese in- 
vasion of Manchuria; wa.s accelerated 
by its inability to slop Hitler in the 
Rhine-land, and next, Mussolini and 
Ethiopia. More recently, of course, 
the Chinese, Spanish and Austrian 
crises have served to push the league 
even further into its own grave. 


But the saga (jf Geneva goes back 


beyond these events. George Slo- 
combe,

British 
journalist 


plumbs the whole tragic story in his 
book, "A Mirror to Geneva" (Henry 
Holt: 53). Wilson, Clemenceau, Mus- 
solini, Eden, Briaiid, Strcsemann, Cur- 
zon, Litvinoff pass in review before 
Mr. Slocombe's discerning view. 


The result is a sharp indictment of 


Europe's statesmen whose suspicions 
pelty bickerings and see-ret diplomacy 
have brought the Old World to its 
present crisis.

selfish politics, might very easily have 
brought Germany and France together 
forestalling the j-u* of Adolf Hitler.

"J7VEN after 'the adoption of fho 


1851 reduced rates of U. S, 


postage, the sale of the first full 
series lagged. 
Agitation contin- 


ued^ for uniform rates. Not until 
1863, however, was such legisla- 
tion passed, abolishing the 
ele- 


ment of distance in charges. The 
rate was set at 3 cents for all 
letters weighing less than 
one- 


half ounce. In 1883 this was fur- 
ther reduced to two cents. 


Meantime other innovations in 


the American postal system came; 
stamped 
envelopes 
in 
1852- 


postal cards in 1872; double or 
reply cards in 1879; faster trains 
and additional thousands of post 
offices to expedite 
communica- 
tions. 


The three-cent stamp fast led 


in use, of course. The profile of 
Washington, after Houdon. was 
portrayed on the 1851 stamp, brick 
red, reproduced below, one and 
one-half times actual size.

Roosevelt Signs Bill 


The president signed into law Wed- 


nesday the first measure of his new 
recovery program—legislation author- 
izing the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to make 51,500,000.000 of long- 
term loans for industry and public 
works. 


Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the RFC, 


told reporters afterward that the loan 
program was under way and that the 
RFC expected to make loans "that 
banks should not be expected to pro- 
vide." He said he meant loans for 
longer time than the banks allowed 
and advances secured by plant and 
equipment. 


Jones said most of the industrial 


loans would be ofr capital investment, 
enabling manufacturers to carry in- 
ventories and avoid the necessity of 
dumping them at reduced prices. 


"We want to encourage people to go 


ahecad and produce and not feel they 
must sell immediately to meet their 
charges," he said. 


Jones emphasized that the RFC die 


not intend to do "all the lending in 
the world because it wants the banks 
to do that." 


"We want the borrower to go to the 


bank first," he said, "and failing to 
get a loan there, to ask the bank ti 
take it up with the RFC." 


The new law permits the RFC to 


make loans for terms beyond 1945, its 
previous limit. It also enables thi 
corporation to make loans to cities for 
self-liquidating public works projects 
Jones said whatever is done under this 
authority would be in co-operatiol 
with any new public works program

The cause of infectious bronchitis 


among poultry is unknown at pres- 
ent, but effective methods of treat- 
ment are now available. Chicks that 
reach forward gasping for air, with 
mouth wide open, show definite 
symptoms of bronchitis. A lump of 
mucous in the end of the windpipe 
may shut off breathing entirely and 
cause a strangling convulsion. Early 
detection of infectious bronchitis is 
the surest way of saving birds. If 
allowed to run, twenty to fifty per- 
cent of the flock may die in a short 
while. When infectious bronchitis 
is present birds should be dry- 
sprayed with Purena Chlorena Pow- 
der each evening after they go to 
oost.
